hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and  open 
Marshall  street,  as  laid  down  on  Poppleton's  plat  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  the  north  side  of  Wells 
street  to  the  north  side  of  McComas  street.

relation  to  the  opening  of  streets  as  are  re(|uired  of 
them  by  the  provisions  of  said  Article.

Whereas,  it  is  believed  that  diflSculties  exist  that  Preamble, 
prevent  a  proper  economical  working  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  removal  of  which  will  not  only  enable 
the  Board  to  more  effectually  do  the  work  of  the 
department,  but  will  also  result  in  a  large  annual 
saving  to  the  City.  Prominent  among  the  above 
alluded  to  difficulties  the  existing  law  making  eight 
hours  a  legal  day's  work  for  City  employees,  and  the 
salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  department,  are  the 
most  prominent. 

And  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  the  continuance  preamble, 
of  the  work  of  the  department  under  its  immediate 
control  and  management  will  best  subserve  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  City,  and  the  health  of  the  peo- 
ple be  best  maintained  and  regarded,  and  that  the 
abolishment  of  the  eight  hour  law  and  a  proper  re- 
duction of  the  salaries  will  make  such  an  annual 
saving,  say  some  seventy  thousand  dollars  or  more, 
and  make  the  department  so  efficient  as  to  make  and 
effect  all  the  necessary  and  proper  reform  in  the 
working  of  the  department.
